System; establishing the Maryland Longitudinal Data System Center as an 8 

independent unit of State government; providing for the organizational 9 

placement, location, staffing, and funding of the Center; providing for the 10 

functions and duties, duties, and requirements of the Center; providing that the 11 

Center shall be considered an authorized representative of certain State 12 

educational agencies for certain purposes; establishing the Governing Board of 13 

the Maryland Longitudinal Data System Center; providing for the membership 14 

of the Governing Board; providing for the appointment and terms for certain 15 

members of the Governing Board; providing for the duties of the Governing 16 

Board; requiring certain agencies and public institutions to make certain efforts 17 

to comply with certain requirements for the Maryland Longitudinal Data 18 

System and to transfer certain data to the Maryland Longitudinal Data System 19 

in accordance with a certain plan; authorizing private institutions of higher 20 

education and private secondary schools to provide student data for to transfer 21 

certain data to the Maryland Longitudinal Data System in accordance with a 22 

certain plan; requiring the Governing Board to issue certain reports; requiring 23 

the Center to adopt certain regulations; defining certain terms; requiring the 24 
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Governing Board to submit a certain plan to the Governor and the General 1 

Assembly on or before a certain date; requiring the Governing Board to brief 2 

certain legislative committees on or before a certain date regarding a certain 3 

plan; expressing a certain intent of the General Assembly; providing for the 4 

termination of a certain provision of this Act; and generally relating to the 5 

establishment of the Maryland Longitudinal Data System.

 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That before the incorporation 8 

of any individual data in the Maryland Longitudinal Data System, the Governing 9 

Board of the Maryland Longitudinal Data Center shall report to the Governor and, in 10 

accordance with § 2–1246 of the State Government Article, the General Assembly, on: 11 

 

  (1) the inventory of individual student data proposed to be maintained 12 

in the system; and 13 

 

  (2) the policies of the Center to comply with the federal Family 14 

Educational Rights and Privacy Act, and other privacy measures required by law or 15 

the Governing Board. 16 

 

 SECTION 4. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That on or before December 1, 17 

2010, and before the incorporation of any individual data in the Maryland 18 

Longitudinal Data System, the Governing Board of the Maryland Longitudinal Data 19 

System Center shall submit a data security and safeguarding plan for the Center that 20 

considers an opt–out provision to the Governor and, in accordance with § 2–1246 of the 21 

State Government Article, the General Assembly. On or before February 1, 2011, the 22 

Governing Board shall brief the Senate Education, Health, and Environmental Affairs 23 

Committee and the House Committee on Ways and Means regarding the plan. 24 

 

 SECTION 5. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That it is the intent of the 25 

General Assembly that federal or other funds that are not from the General Fund of 26 

the State be used first for the funding of the creation and establishment of the 27 

Maryland Longitudinal Data System and the Maryland Longitudinal Data System 28 

Center. 29 

 

 SECTION 6. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That it is the intent of the 30 

General Assembly that the Maryland Longitudinal Data System and the Maryland 31 

Longitudinal Data System Center be fully operational on or before December 31, 2014.  32 

 

 SECTION 2. 7. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That Section 2 of this Act 33 

shall take effect July 1, 2010. It shall remain effective for a period of 1 year and, at the 34 

end of June 30, 2011, with no further action required by the General Assembly, 35 

Section 2 of this Act shall be abrogated and of no further force and effect. 36 

 

 SECTION 8. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, except as provided in 37 

Section 7 of this Act, this Act shall take effect July 1, 2010.  38
